Beacon Hill, the chief city park, 154 acres in extent, offers 
arresting seascapes, and views of the eternally snow-capped Olympic 
Mountains. See also the Nursery Gardens, Goodacre Lake, the Rose 
Gardens, the Royal Swans, Chinese Bell, Bowling Green and Cricket 
Fields. 

The all-glass Crystal Garden containing the largest warm, salt-water 
pool under glass on the continent. Enjoy afternoon tea in the floral 
promenade surrounding the pool, table tennis, or dancing Wednesday, 
Friday and Saturday nights.

ISLAND JOURNEY 

(Your Trip from Victoria North to Campbell River) 


You can start your tour of Vancouver Island from Victoria, and head 
north along the Island Highway. You don't need a course in map reading 
to get along, this road is the main artery, and you can't go wrong. A few 
miles out of Victoria, you start to ascend the famous Malahat Drive, wind¬ 
ing above Saanich Inlet, and from its summit enjoy an unparalleled view 
of the ocean, the white cone of Mount Baker, and the snow-capped ram¬ 
parts of the Olympics. Descending again, it's a nice idea to take a short 
detour by way of Cowichan Bay, renowned for its pleasant atmosphere, 
fishing, and as the home of the famous Indian Sweaters . . . 

The new Highway skirts the town of Duncan, but you'll see plenty of 
signs directing you to its environs. It's a pleasant place, rich in many 
things for which Victoria is better known. It was here that Robert Service 
found boredom in a store, before packing his bag and setting forth to find 
fame by his rhymes from the Yukon. 

Nanaimo boasts one of the very few original Hudson's Bay Forts, the 
tower-like Bastion. It is not quite in its original position—seems that 
occasional town planning improvements have moved it about a bit—but 
as an unusual historic monument, it is well worth a click of your camera! 
You can follow the main highway from Nanaimo to Parksville, or 
detour by way of Departure Bay, the home of the Pacific Biological 
Station. When you get to Parksvihe, you find you have the choice of 
following two roads, one continuing up the coast, and the other to Port 
Alberni. The latter is a wonderfully scenic drive, through Cathedral Grove, 
possibly the finest stand of mighty Douglas Fir in North America, and 
skirting lovely Cameron Lake and snow-capped Mt. Arrowsmith before 
dropping you down to Alberni. 

The coast road takes you through Qualicum Beach, with its sandy 
beaches and pleasant setting, and via Courtenay and Comox, which areas 
are justly famed for their Sport Fishing. Fishing for the big Tyee Salmon 
is excellent in the months of August and September in the Comox area. 
From here the highway goes North to Campbell River—also famed for 
its fabulous fishing. 

The Highway terminates at Kelsey Bay, which is some 51-miles north 
of Campbell River, over a good gravelled-surfaced road.

OPENING 

Reducing the road distance be¬ 
tween Golden and Revelstoke by 
100-miles the newly completed 
Rogers Pass section of the Trans- 
Canada highway provides the motor¬ 
ist with a fast, smooth short-cut 
through some of the grandest 
scenery of the Selkirk mountains 
by way of Donald, Rogers Pass and 
tbe lllecillewaet Valley. The route 
reaches a maximum elevation of 
4300-ft. in Rogers Pass where 
snowfields and glaciers are the 
prominent feature of the landscape. 
Owing to the heavy annual snowfall 
of this region some sections of the 
road are protected from avalanches 
by snow-sheds of massive concrete 
construction and alvalanche traps 
designed to stop or divert snow- 
slides. During the winter months 
heavy snow-moving equipment op¬ 
erates continually, keeping the 
roadway wide and clear. 

While the main line 
of the C.P.R. has oc¬ 
cupied the lllecillewaet 
Valley since 1886 its 
location in the bottom 
of the ravines close ot 
the broiling river has 
denied to travellers the 
expansive views of the 
wild Selkirk scene which 
the new road has now 
opened up.

Unconfined by the canyons the 
new road rises and descends in 
wide sweeps presenting fresh scenes 
at every turn always with snow¬ 
capped peaks crowning each view. 
The western approach to Rogers 
Pass is particularly impressive with 
a near view of the steep rock pin¬ 
nacle of Mt. Sir Donald, 10,800-ft. 
rising high above, and aloof from 
its neighbors. Between Rogers Pass 
and Revelstoke the road passes 
through luxurious stands of Selkirk 
timber, spruce, cedar and hemlock 
with individual trees up to ten feet 
in diameter. Wild berries ripen in 
profusion on the lower slopes of the 
mountains in late summer. 

Two national parks, Glacier and 
Revelstoke, are traversed by the 
new highway and much attractive 
alpine country will be made access 
ible to hikers, climbers and lovers 
of nature. The new short-cut is ex 
pected to speed up tra¬ 
vel between Calgary and p. 
Vancouver; this may be 
true in the case of hard- 
driving types like truck 
drivers and salesmen but 
the casual tourist is 
likely to find many good 
reasons along the route 
to retard his progress.

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A BIT ABOUT CLINTON 

You may not realize it as you drive into this little town, but it knows 
a hundred years of more than History . . . wh.ch is a long time in this 
new country. Originally known as "Cut-Off Valley" it was officially 
named "Clinton" in 1863 in honour of Lord Henry Pelham Clinton, 
Colonial Secretary. Used as a divisional point by the First Stagecoaches, 
it soon became a rendezvous for the whole Cariboo. Drivers, as well as 
horses, were changed here, and many famous names are written in the 
old Hotel registers, which can be seen at the South Cariboo Historical 
Museum, which is now housed in the old Court House building in the 
centre of town. This building is unique in itself, being built from hand¬ 
made bricks that were fired in a kiln on the hillside here, and originally 
opened in 1890 as a Schoolhouse, then later became the Court House, 
it was given to the Museum Society by the Government of B.C. 

The Clinton Hotel, built in 1861, had the distinction of being the 
only Hostelry in B.C. that had never closed its doors since opening day, 
but by some ironic streak of fate, it burned to the ground in the early 
morning hours of May 18th, 1958, at the conclusion of the B.C. Cen¬ 
tennial Celebration commemorating the historical days of the Barker- 
ville Stage Coach run. The Government House built in 1872, still serves 
as the Government Agents' Residence. 

Don't leave Clinton without visiting the Museum, mentioned above. 
Half the history of the Cariboo is here . . . with some mighty interesting 

exhibits, including a "Bull Press", used for shoeing Oxen in the early 

days. This is the only one in existence, according to Dr. W. Ireland, Pro¬ 
vincial Archivist and Librarian. Then there's "Harvey", a pre-historic 
skeleton, complete to little finger bones, nicely boxed in a glass case. 

The old hotel Registers are both interesting and amusing. In those 

days they served more purposes than one . . . such things as Deaths 
and Funerals being recorded in them, suitably underlined in heavy black 
ink. If you're interested in the weather in the "good old days", it's re¬ 
corded too, in a most fascinating manner. Data of the first Clinton 
Ball, is also here. Then, for some reason, in 1904 they stopped those 
intriauing recordings, and contented themselves by noting merely whether 
the Guest had paid cash or charged his Hotel bill. Do you suppose this 
might have been the origin of the "Hotel Credit Card System"? 

You'll find the old Iron Drum Heater from the Clinton Hotel, in use 
from 1861 until fairly recently. The writer has sat around it a few 
times! It was brought to Clinton in sections, on the backs of Donkeys, 
over the old Cariboo Trail. And, there's the "Keelridge Princess," of pre¬ 
historic days . . . and some black Ostrich Plumes that once graced the 
Easter Bonnet of Mrs. Cullen, wife of the fearless "Doss" Cullen, who 
drove freight in the 70's. A Drug Counter and Bins, with the "Strychnine" 
Drawer nicely located over the "Cinnamon" one! Law and Order are 
represented by the old Chair, used by Judge Matthew Begbie, the "Hang¬ 
ing Judge", whose word was law for many years in this country . . . and 
some leg Irons from Clinton's first jail, which are hand-made, look for¬ 
midable enough to make you think it might be a good idea to bring 
them back into use to impress some with "crime doesn't pay". 

I could go on writing indefinitely about this Museum's contents . . 
but I just want to whet your appetite so you'll meander over and see it 
for yourself. Cost? It's free . . . but if you want to make a small dona¬ 
tion in the box provided, it will help to support the Society responsible 
for gathering and taking care of these Exhibits and the Museum. 


The Painted Chasm 

Turn off Hwy. 97 ten miles North of Clinton, and drive three miles to 
Chasm. Perpendicular, gloriously coloured walls, a thousand feet deep at 
its southern end; this is an awe-inspiring sight and well worth the detour. 
The small lake seen from the look-out is drained by underground creeks, 
and surprisingly, sometimes home of 14-in. Rainbow trout and black bear!

Prices are very reasonable—$15.00 for double bed size, $10 for 
Single and $5 for Crib Quilt. They're grand! How-to-get-there: Turn off 
Hwy. 97 & 2 at sign to Dragon Lake 7-miles South of Quesnel. Follow 
road 3 miles to House. 


QUESNEL TO WELLS and BARKERVILLE, B.C. 

(50 Miles to Wells — 4 Miles Wells to Barkerville) 

After driving over a good gravelled road for 18 miles you'll see 
Cottonwood House, built in 1864 by the Boyd Brothers, whose chief claim 
to fame from all accounts seemed to stem from an argument which 
resulted in neither speaking to the other for many years—during which 
time their Mother transmitted messages pertaining to operation of the 
business. Daily journals were kept by one of the brothers, from 1864 until 
1909, in which were recorded names of guests, da My weather tempera¬ 
tures and other major items. The 34 volumes, weighing some 140 lbs. are 
now property of the Quesnel Historical Society. The present owner of 
Cottonwood House is a former journalist from Denmark, who spends his 
time growing lush vegetables. Passers-by may pause—and purchase! 

Moose Horn Service Coffee Bar and Store is a further two miles, and 
you'll get good Coffee and food, plus store supplies and gas, if you need 
them. You'll see the sign marking the old Wingdam workings on 
Lightning Creek at Mile 28. 

At Stanley, Mile 42—the old Stanley Hotel still stands—as does the 
owner—Jim Williams, who came here in 1902. We talked to Jim on our 
trip in October. 1959, and reminisced about the good old days when he 
took one pan from Lightning Creek which yielded 56 ounces of gold! We 
laughed with him about the 1 930's, when the writer enjoyed the hospitality 
of the Stanley Hotel on various trips, when Jim presided over the carving 
of the Rare Roast Beef, at the head of the long dining room table, atttired 
in his "Stanford's Red Flannel Dinner Jacket"! He's in his late eighties 
now—practically blind—but still has a great outlook on life. He was 
going to Vancouver for a cataract operation, and on our last trip we heard 
he had not returned, but was living in an Old Folks Home in Vancouver. 

Mile 48 brings you to Jack O'Clubs Lake with the town of Wells a 
short two miles further. 
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The Olden, Golden Days in Barkerville, B.C. 

If you haven't included a trip to Barkerville in your itinerary, you'd 
better change your plans, and give it at least a day of your time, for 
there's no more interesting or historical spot in B.C. It's some 54 miles East 
of Quesnel, and was named after an English prospector, "Billy Barker" 
who struck a rich gold claim on Williams Creek in 1862. It was from this 
same Creek that John A. "Cariboo" Cameron mined a huge fortune. 

By 1864 more than 10,000 miners were panning for gold in Williams 
Creek, and to the tent town had been added a few houses and stores . . . 
"erected in uncertain fashion." Fire destroyed the town in 1868, and it was 
rebuilt with, they say, "larger and better houses and stores," but to judge 
from what I saw when I visited Barkerville, the architectural pattern lost 
none of its originality. I was reminded of that little ditty "A Shanty in 
Old Shanty Town" 'specially the bit pertaining to the slanting roofs! The 
water system was most unique, coming down from the hillside into troughs 
which were raised over the "sidewalks", and crossing the road overhead 
at convenient intervals, to supply both sides of the street. 

That it was a most cosmopolitan place is borne out by the headboards 
still standing in the Cemetery. Men of practically every nationality jostled 
each other in the street . . . and now lie beside each other in the cemetery. 
It was the custom in those early days to erect a headboard to everyone 
buried in the Barkerville Cemetery, giving name, country of origin, and 
dates. You will find that some of the better-known citizens had quite 
elaborate headboards with fitting eulogies . . . such as that of Chief Justice 
of the Cariboo Matthew Begbie, known as "The Hanging Judge." Offenders 
were speedily punished in those days. You might also chance upon one 
which bears the inscription "Sleep, Bella, Sleep." The story goes that Bella 
was the wife of a ne'er-do-well, who found it profitable to keep her employ¬ 
ed from morning until night, making bread and pastries for the plentiful 
customers. Her one lament was a wish that she could just get one good 
night's sleep ... to which her spouse replied "You'll have plenty time to 
sleep when you're dead, lass. Hence, the headstone. 

In the early years half the population of Barkerville was American, 
and July 4th was celebrated with fervor . . . "The Star-Spangled Banner," 
together with champagne at twelve dollars a bottle, following frequent 
readings of the Declaration of Independence! 

Like every other Mining Camp, Barkerville had its "Dancing Girls," who 
were brought in from the States, and known as "Hurdy-Gurdy Damsels." 
The dancing in those days was anything but sedate. One old-timer described 
it in this manner: "If you ever saw bells ringing in motion, you have seen 
the exact position these girls were put through during the dance; the more 
muscular the partner, the nearer to the ceiling went the ladies pedal 
extremities . . . and the gent who could hoist his "gal" the highest was 
considered the best dancer." Some of the dancing girls married and 
remained in Barkerville to the end of their days. 

And . . . before leaving Barkerville, pay a visit to St. Saviour's Angli¬ 
can Church, first opened in 1870. It is well preserved in its original state, 
with its old hand-hewn pews, the carved Bishop's Chair and other items 
of interest. It's peaceful and restful and a visit to it will make a nice 
ending to your Barkerville sojourn. Treat it with the respect the Church 
deserves, please. 

SPECIAL NOTE 

The B.C. Government is restoring Barkerville to its original "archi¬ 
tectural design", and has made it into a Provincial Park. You'll find the 
original Claim sites, buildings, etc. restored to original days, with Manne¬ 
quins representing the Original Old-Timers. And there's a Museum which 
houses hundreds of mementoes which have been donated by old-timers. 
On entering the Park, go to the Museum and pick up a tour auide leaflet 
at the registry. You'll find this Guide useful during your tour of the historic 
buildings. Don't overlook the Old General Store, where you'll enjoy a bit of 
old time merchandising—when all the food was frozen (when it hit thirty 
below!).

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The Alaska Highway 

The Alaska Highway (Canadian Section) begins at Dawson Creek, 
British Columbia. It goes 620 miles to Lower Post, where it enters the 
Yukon and traverses this for 582 miles to enter Alaska at Mile 1202. 
From here it is 318 miles to Fairbanks, Alaska. 

The highway is paved from Dawson Creek to 30 miles North of 
Fort St. John (about 80 miles in all) and from there on it is a good 
gravel base two lane highway, well engineered and well maintained. 

Every mile is marked by post and every curve or danger area 
is well indicated, and it you follow instructions you'll have little, if any, 
troubles. There are dust problems in the summer and when it is extremely 
dry there may be problems ot washboard and roughness. However, nor¬ 
mally you can drive at speeds up to 50-m.p.h. There's also the Insect 
problem in summer, and insect repellent is a "must". The best time for 
tourist travel is from about middle June to mid-September. No bonds or 
fees are required for automobiles or trailers. (Commercial vehicles must 
still be bonded). It is possible to take Trailers of up to top size over the 
Highway, providing you have an adequate vehicle to pull them. The Cana¬ 
dian Government publication on the Alaska Highway gives all data. Gaso¬ 
line costs from 51c to 68c a gallon. Food costs are higher than in other 
areas and it might be a good idea to take some foodstuffs along (that 
will keep) if you plan camping or picnicking. 

CAMPING: Public camping areas have been established at intervals 
in the Yukon Territory and Alaska. Campers will usually find water, fire¬ 
places, sanitary facilities and a supply of wood, which should be replen¬ 
ished from the dead, broken timber in the area. Fire precautions should be 
rigidly observed as vast forest fires have ravaged this area. 

ACCOMMODATION: Accommodations are steadily improving, with 
several new Motels and Hotels opening during the past year. However, 
there's still plenty of the poorer type. We found it possible to get into a 
good stopping place every night by gauging our driving accordingly. There 
are telephone stations all along the route and some of the Motels and 
Lodges also have telephones, from which calls can be made or telegrams 
sent to make reservations ahead, as we did. We are not going to list every 
place on the highway, because we cannot begin to recommend some of 
them, but we are listing what we term the "better ones" in our opinion.

You'll enjoy a visit to this interesting little village on the banks of 
the mighty Peace River, some 60-miles South of Fort St. John. You can 
either drive your own car over a good, though winding, gravelled road 
through some of the finest and most scenic farm lands in the area, or go 
in with Kyllo Bros, (see above). The community first started as a Fur 

Trading Fort, when Simon Fraser built the first Fort for the North West 

Company in 1805 near the foot of the Peace River Canyon. This Fort 
was taken over by the Hudson's Bay Company and thrived until 1825. 

About 1882 it was moved to its present location on a high bank over¬ 

looking the River. 

Today it is the proposed Headquarters for the Peace River Power 
Development Company who commenced construction in August 1961 on a 
$600 Million dam on the Peace River, which will be over 600-ft. high and 
have a crest over 7,000-ft. wide, backing up the Peace River, Parsnip River, 
Finlay River, Omineca River and the Ospika River for over 200 miles.

The Old Anglican Log Church 
built in 1900; the MacBride Museum contains an outstanding display of 
gold rush items. If time allows plus money, take the trip via White Pass 
and Yukon Railway to Skagway and return.

'98! Highlights of the Festival include a performance of a new musical 
in the old Palace Grande Theatre, every evening except Sunday. This play 
has been written especially for the Festival, and is terrific! It will star 
an International Cast, with a setting in the frollicking days of the Gold 
Rush. 

Dawson City is the Gold Strike Centre of '98, where the richest strike 
in Canada's Yukon Territory was made on the banks of the Klondike. The 
buildings have remained unchanged after more than six decades, and 
you'll see the old Post Office, the Gun and Ammunition Shop, Blacksmith 
Shop, the "Red Feather" and "Monte Carlo" Saloons. If you're a Rock- 
hound or Fossil hunter, this area has a fabulous treasure of Mastodon 
Tusks and other prehistorci remains.. Go try your luck! 

Accommodation: Two of Dawson's early Hotels, the "Occidental" and 
"Bonanza" are still in operation. Modern Motel Units are available, and 
camping facilities are available. A Tent Town has been built in the heart 
of the City, fully equipped with accommodation for two or four people in 
each unit. Park in one of these, and you'll get a scroll making you an 
"honorary" citizen for having slept under canvas on the banks of the 
Yukon! We would definitely suggest that you get in touch with the Yukon

A Bit About the Columbia River 

The mighty Columbia River has its source in Columbia Lake, adjacent 
to Hwy. 95 after passing Canal Flats and you'll find a "Lookout and 
Viewpoint" with an explanatory marker. From Columbia Lake, the river 
flows north through Lake Windermere, on to Golden, B.C., then follows 
along the Big Bend Highway to Revelstoke. From Revelstoke it winds its 
way to Arrowhead where it widens and form the Arrow Lakes, some 130 
miles long. At Castlegar it combines with the Kootenay River to form the 
torrent that flows southward through Washington, to be harnessed by the 
Grand Coulee Dam, and after doing service there, wends its way along 
the border between Washington and Oregon—finally merging with the 
Pacific Ocean near Portland, Oregon.

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GARDENS—Go up Banff Avenue, across the Bow River Bridge to the 
Administration Building and see the beautiful rock gardens, built in a 
series of rock plateaus by small cascades which tumble from pool to pool 
A great profusion of native alpine flowers, plants and shrubs, enhanced 
by rustic bridges and pavilions, invite strolling through this lovely area. 

WATERFALLS—Cross the Bow River Bridge, turn left, and follow the 
trail along the river's edge to Bow Falls (about a mile). Fine view of Banff 
Springs Hotel here. Return by way of Fish Hatchery and Spray Avenue. 

SWIMMING AND HOT SPRINGS—The Cave and Basin, outdoor swim¬ 
ming pools, where you can swim in the waters of Natural Sulphur Springs, 
in the small pool, or in the large fresh water pool, which has a chlorinated, 
filtered and circulating water supply, are a mile from town, by way of 
the Bow River Bridge, then a right turn and follow the main highway.

The Hot Sulphur Pool has a temperature of 112 
degrees F. There is also a bath house containing steam room, tubs, plunges, 
hot and cold sprays and resting rooms. 

GONDOLA LIFTS and SEDAN LIFTS: "See What You've Paid to Come 
to See". There is no finer way of "seeing" The Rockies than by the 
Gondola and Sedan Lifts. The Banff Sulphur Mountain Gondola Lift 
operates from terminal 214-miles from Banff, via Upper Hot Springs road 
(see directions above to Hot Springs). 

The Whitehorn Sedan Lift operates from a terminal near Lake Louise. 
See directional signs on highway approaching Lake Louise. 

GOVERNMENT MUSEUM—The Museum is situated at the north end of 
the Bow River bridge, close to the centre of town, and houses an excellent 
collection. It contains well-arranged and displayed exhibits of the fauna, 
flora and geology of the parks. 

THE LUXTON MUSEUM: This was built by Mr. Norman Luxton, one 
of Banff's earliest pioneers, and you will find the Exhibits extremely inter¬ 
esting and authentic. It is reached by driving across Bow River Bridge, 
turning right and following river road about five hundred yards toward 
Boat House. There is no charge.

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Lake Louise (Alt. 5,680-ft.) was discovered in May 1881 by Tom Wil¬ 
son, a member of Major Rogers' Survey party for the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company. One of the Indian Guides with the party told Tom 
about the beauty of the "Lake of Little Fishes" and took him up to see 
it. It was such a beautiful shade of emerald that Wilson named it 
"Emerald Lake", under which name it is shown on the first map of the 
district by Dr. Dawson in 1883. In 1884 the name was changed to "Lake 
Louise" in honour of Princess Louise, daughter of Queen Victoria.

MORAINE LAKE AND VALLEY OF THE TEN PEAKS ... A few miles to 
the south of Lake Louise is Moraine Lake, nestling in the Valley of the 
Ten Peaks. Along the north side of the lake stands a huge semi-circle of 
towering mountains, known as the Ten Peaks, and originally given the 
names of the ten numerals of the Stoney Indian language. The road to Mor¬ 
aine is off the main highway, about 1.2 miles from Lake Louise, where you 
turn right, and proceed to Moraine, 7^/2 miles. 


Yoho National Park 

Yoho National Park is foremost among the scenic mountain regions of 
British Columbia. Containing an area of 507 square miles, Yoho lies on the 
West slope of the Rockies, adjoining the Banff and Kootenay National 
Parks to the East. Its majestic snowcapped peaks rise to tremendous heights 
and its lakes, sparkling like jewels in emerald settings, are unbelievably 
beautiful in color. Surpassing all, however, is the splendour of its valleys, 
mantled with evergreens and hung with glaciers, down whose sheer walls 
foam rushing torrents or tumble high waterfalls. "Yoho" is an Indian 
exclamation of wonder and delight.

To us, “atmosphere" means a lot more than just good old fresh air, as 
we travel along. Although, mind you, we have about the freshest air in 
the world up here in the Rockies! But to us, imbibing the atmosphere of 
the country means getting to know—really know—the people who have 
helped to make it. To sit at night in front of a fireplace, and listen to 
stories of older days—that's “Atmosphere." 

Jimmie Simpson came to Bow Lake in 1896, 66 years ago, and cut 
many of the first trails through the country where Banff-Jasper Highway 
now goes. Over sixty years ago he took Sir James Outram over the Colum¬ 
bia Icefields—the first man to make that ascent! He took the first pack- 
train over the Glaciers into Jasper! Long before a highway was ever 
dreamed of Jimmy was busy trapping marten, wolverine, mink, ermine, and 
bear all through the country. As the years rolled on he built himself a 
cabin of hand-peeled logs, packing in the fittings such as doors, windows 
and flooring over the swamps from Lake Louise. And to his cabin, in 1917, 
he brought “Mrs. Jimmie", a rare addition to any home. 

Mr. and Mrs. “Jimmie" didn't make mouse traps—but nevertheless, 
their fame soon spread abroad—and their little home on Bow Lake soon 
became the rendezvous for many famous painters and climbers. Their 
guest register reads like a veritable “Who's Who" of America, England and 
many other countries! 

Time has a habit of “marching on" in more ways than one, and Jim, 
Sr., has relinquished the reins somewhat, and turned over the Fishing, Big 
Game Hunting and Camping Trips, etc., to young Jim, a worthy successor 
to his Dad. Mrs. Simpson has likewise handed her arduous duties to her 
Daughter-in-law, Larry, who is a delightful and efficient manageress. But, 
both Mr. and Mrs. Simpson, Sr., are still very much in evidence at Num-Ti- 
Jah, and if you're lucky, you'll be privileged to sit in front of their fire¬ 
place and hear yarns such as you seldom hear. 

If you really want to imbibe the true “atmosphere" of these Cana¬ 
dian Rockies—these are the folks to visit! 

Tepees now are outmoded and with the coming of the Banff-Jasper 
Highway, they built the lovely “Num-Ti-Jah Lodge" (an Indian name mean¬ 
ing “Canadian Sable")—from whose door you get an exquisite view of four 
mighty glaciers—Bow—St. Nicholas—Crowfoot and Hector. Be sure to call 
on your way to or from Jasper.

4,200-Square Miles of Scenic Wonderland 

More than any other part of the Rocky Mountains, that section of 
them which is enclosed by the boundaries of Jasper National Park has been 
identified with the colorful and romantic history of Western Canada. The 
name of the Park perpetuates the memory of Jasper Hawes, an old servant 
of the Northwest Trading Company, whose Post stood near the site of the 
present Town of Jasper, (Altitude 3,470 ft.) 

It was one of the rich domains for which the Hudson Bay Company 
and the Northwest Company fought bitterly early in the nineteenth century. 
Then traders and trappers, voyageurs and explorers, missionary priests and 
pagan Indians moved in procession up and down the Athabaska Trail 
which cuts through the heart of Jasper today. At a tiny lake almost on 
the crest of the watershed of the Whirlpool River, west and east bound 
brigades met, exchanged goods, toasted each other's health in a keg of 
rum and returned along their separate paths. This meeting place became 
known as the Committee Punch Bowl. 

Jasper is a little town nestling in the Athabaska Valley, where the 
mountains stand qu'etly back and leave you with a sense of your own 
importance. It has acquired all the amenities of modern life without 
sacrificing friendliness to commercialization. Trading Posts have given way 
to modern shops which stock everything you could possibly need . . . and 
some things you don't need but won't be able to resist. Several delightful 
Bungalow Camps, a few minutes' drive from town ... a couple of downtown 
Hotels . . . Several Luxury Motels put a holiday roof over the heads of 
the rich . . . the not-so-rich . . . and "just us". Meals are along the 
same lines, running the gamut from the Neons and Noodles of the Coffee 
Counter to the candlelight and caviar of the Jasper Park Lodge Dining 
Room! 

And—there is the lovely Jasper Park Lodge—the famed resort oper¬ 
ated by the Canadian National Railways. The peacefulness of Jasper Park 
Lodge is hard to describe—flower-filled gardens—green, green lawns— 
cozy bungalows—exquisite comfort—all on the shores of Lac Beauvert, 
a shining span of lake especially placed to mirror the reflection of Mount 
Edith Cavell and Pyramid Mountains, and within practically a stone's throw 
—such gems as Lake Annette, Lake Mildred and Lake Edith, the colour of 
whose waters will leave you amazed. 

Time-filling trips abound—to Mount Edith Cavell with its Angel of 
the Glaciers—to the "jewel" of the Rockies—Pyramid Mountain, reflected 
in Pyramid Lake—to Miette Hot Springs by way of "The Game Trail", so 
named because you usually see plenty of Moose, Deer, Elk, Bear, etc.

"The Great White Mountain of the Crossing” 

This was the name given the beautiful white peak, the highest of 
all those dominating the Athabasca Valley, by the very early travellers 
over the first transcontinental route through the Rockies of Canada. 
Now it is known and revered throughout the world as the fitting memorial 
to the brave English girl, Nurse Edith Cavell, who died a martyr's death 
in the First Great War. The sublime beauty of this great peak, just over 
10,000 feet high, is in every beautiful mountain vista in the Valley. It 
catches the last rays of the setting sun, while all the rest are grey; its 
snowy crown is mirrored in every lake, and only when you have seen this 
memorial mountain in all its moods, can you realize just why some wise 
Fate withheld its christening until someone worthy of its beauty could be 
found.

More than 150 years ago, Fort Edmonton, a Hudson's Bay Trading 
Post was built on a site a few miles from the present city centre. Destroyed 
by Indians about 1807, Fort Edmonton was re-established in 1808, and in 
1871 was Incorporated as a Village. The year 1898 brought the Klondyke 
Rush, and in 1904 the City was incorporated. From that date until now 
Edmonton has grown to a city of over 250,000. 

It is the centre of a rich farming area and noted for its prize-winning 
wheat and oats. A number of large Oil Fields, including the famous Leduc 
and Redwater fields lie within a few miles of the city. A Pipeline to the 
Great Lakes carries over 100,000 barrels of crude oil to eastern refineries 
daily, and another pipeline, through the Rockies to the Pacific Coast has 
a capacity of 120,000 barrels per day. It is also the seat of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. 

The City boasts a 750-Acre Municipal Airport, with runways and 
buildings costing ten million dollars, while the Administration Building is 
headquarters for Meteorology and control offices and an elaborate com¬ 
munication system which serves the North and West. 

Near by are several attractive lake resorts. Elk Island National Park 
is 30-miles east, and is a popular spot for campers. Its 75 square miles 
constitute one of Canada's largest fenced game preserves, containing o 
large herd of about 1,200 Buffalo, as well as Elk, Moose and Deer. It is 
reached by Hwys. 15 and 16. Picturesque Astotin Lake, near which the 
Park Headquarters are located, is about 2V^-miles long by 1 Vi-miles wide, 
with a number of Islands. Jasper Park, Canada's largest National Park, 
is but 240-miles West of Edmonton over new paved Hwy. 16 and from 
there Banff can be reached via the Banff-Jasper Highway, 189-miles. 

Edmonton is the gateway to the Peace River region, known for good 
hunting and fishing. Highways 2 and 43 lead north some 375 miles to 
Dawson Creek, B.C., the starting point of the Alaska Highway.

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THE "LIGHT" HEARTED GUNMAN 

There's a story they tell around Battleford, Sask., about an old rifle 
that was found in a tree, with a branch growing through the trigger 
guard. That same rifle now is part of a $20,000.00 firearms collection 
belonging to Fred Light, owner of the Lighthouse "Esso" Service Stations in 
Battleford. It is presumed that during the 1870-1880 Indian wars around 
the Battleford district a settler leaned his rifle against a tree as he 
crouched by a stream to get a drink. An Indian bushwhacked him, but 
didn't notice the rifle which, as the tree grew, was hoisted 30-feet off 
the ground by the branch that grew through the trigger guard. The 
rifle is an 1870 version of the Snyder-Enfield, and as mentioned, is part 
of Fred Light's 200-piece gun collection, which includes Flintlocks, Breech 
loaders, Winchesters, Brownings, Hudson Bay Rifles and privately manu¬ 
factured weapons. 

There's a 12-Gauge, 1860 Muzzle Loader and Shot Bag, bought for 
$5.00, which Fred cleaned and burnished beautifully, and then turned 
down an offer of $500.00 for them. The longest gun in the collection 
measures 5-ft. 8". It's an early American make of 1767, a 62-Calibre 
Flintlock used in the American War of Independence. The oldest gun in 
the collection dates back to 1740. 

Fred's interest in firearms comes naturally, for he is the son of 
Staff-Sergeant F. W. "Daddy" Light of the old North West Mounted Police. 

To form an authentic background for the collection, the inside walls 
of his uptown Service Station are finished in imitatoin logs, which also 
ties in with the decor of the Fort Battleford Natural Historic Museum.

REGINA—CAPITAL OF SASKATCHEWAN 

Regina was incorporated in 1903, with a population of some 3,000. 
First settlement in the Regina area was about 1882, when the district 
was then known as ''Pile O' Bones", owing to the proximity of a tremen¬ 
dous pile of Bufalo Bones which had been accumulated by the Indians 
in the belief that the buffalo would return to the home of his forefathers. 
A visit to the Legislative Buildings which are set in a landscaped area 
of 167 acres is well worth while. From the Legislative Buildings down to 
the banks of man-made Wascana Lake, spacious lawns, groves of trees 
and shrubs and formal flower gardens have been created out of what was 
once a treeless plain. 

Browse around the Legislative Library, Library Reading Room and 
the East Corridor which is famed for its paintings of Indian Heads by out¬ 
standing artists, and includes one of the head of "Pie-a-Pot", Chief of 
the Piapot band in the Qu'Appelle Valley. 

Home of The Royal Canadian Mounted Police 

Regina is the home of the World-Famous "Mounties" (Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police) and a tour of the barracks should be the highlight of 
your visit to Regina. The Barracks are West of the city on Dewdney Ave. 
(Turn off Albert St., which is Hwy. 11 and 6 at Dewdney Avenue and go 
West, and cross the River, then follow through to the Barracks). 

Tours are conducted year round by R.C.M.P. Constables, who are well 
versed in the highlights and history of the old Chapel, the Museum, 
Riding Academy, Stables, Barracks and grounds. Be sure to take your 
camera along, with a good supply of coloured film, as you'll get some 
excellent shots of both the Mounties and their colourful surroundings.

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THE DINOSAUR TRAIL 

If you wish to see something that can truly be described as out of 
this world, the place to go is Drumheller. Here in the Cretaceous Period 
toward the close of the Age of Reptiles, between 60 and 140 million years 
ago, lived the lumbering but practically brainless creatures known as dino¬ 
saurs; and here, starting from a modern city is the Dinosaur Trail. The 
trail through the "Graveyard of the Dinosaurs" is a well-marked winding 
drive between valley walls of such peculiar and rugged formation that 
they seem to have been gouged out in some great battle between pre¬ 
historic monsters. It is a region made grotesque by gullies, ridges, buttes 
and hillsides from which all soil and vegetation have been eroded to 
expose the ancint strata. 

Incidentally, the name dinosaur (pronounced dine-o-sore) is derived 
from the Greek words "deinos" and ,; sauros" meaning "terrible lizard". 
This strange valley, where the bottom seems to have dropped out of the 
prairies, is 88 miles northeast of Calgary over paved highways, No. 1 and 
No. 9. It is called the "Badlands" and a visit is well worthwhile. You 
can do it easily in a day. 

The first discovery by a white man of dinosaur bones in this valley 
was in 1884 by Joseph Burr Tyrell, one of Caanda's most noted geologists. 
Since then, professional and amateur palaeontologists have found many 
bones, including complete skeletons, and quite a number are on display in 
museums throughout North America. The search for these old bones still 
continues in off-trail places along the miles of badlands which were 
carved by the Red Deer and its tributaries, but the amateur will probably 
find it difficult to locate any. More easily located by the patient and 
observant visitor are petrified wood, petrified fruits, cones, crystalized 
shells and the juniper wood that can be fashioned into beautiful figurines. 

As you approach Drumheller on Highway No. 9 your first view 
of the Badlands is at Horseshoe Canyon, and a few miles farther on you 
start the long down grade into the city. In Drumheller proceed along 
Main Street on the west side of the Red Deer River to the gravel road. 
You climb out of the valley for awhile but keep right at all junctions, 
keeping the valley in view, and after about 12 miles you will arrive at 
the turn-off to the Munson Ferry Flats where dinosaur teeth, toe bones and 
vertebrae have been found. If you wish you can ferry across the river 
here and return to Drumheller by any of the marked roads. However, to 
see more of the valley go back to the junction and continue on to the 
Morrin Ferry. The Dinosaur Trail leads down into the Morrin Ferry Valley 
where, if you are patient and lucky, you can find fossil sea shells, clams 
and snails. Oyster beds are also in this vicinity. Scenic viewpoints abound 
with a particularly good one on the down grade to the Morrin Ferry from 
the Rockville Farm road. From here you obtain a breath taking view of 
the valley and see rock strata in a multitude of colors. It is like being 
on a different planet. After crossina on the ferry, which is an experience 
in itself, you climb out of the valley and go east to the junction with 
Highway No. 9 where you turn right to return to Drumheller. 

As you enter the city from this direction you will see another Dino¬ 
saur Trail sign, about three blocks north of the bridge, which points to 
an interesting collection point about four miles northwest along the eost 
side of the river. Fossil plants and Sequoia cones have been found here. 

Drumheller is a place to go to spend a pleasant and profitable day 
just looking around. The marked Dinosaur Trail leads the visitor off the 
beaten path in safety and the city itself offers all the services required 
for a long or short stay. While in the city it would be a good idea to visit 
the Drumheller Museum. Here you may see fossils ranging in size from 
tiny petrified seeds to prehistoric plants to large dinosaur bones, with 
specimens of petrified wood, oyster sheels and a sandstone cast of a 
giant snail weighing over 125 pounds. A booklet, "The Bad Lands of the 
Red Deer River", can also be picked up here which describes the geology 
and history of the Valley in considerable detail. A park is situated right 
beside the Museum, with stoves and shelters, a playground for the children, 
and a swimming pool.

CAMPING IN WATERTON LAKES NATIONAL PARK 

The Main Camp Ground in the Park is located in the southern part 
of the Townsite and is traversed by Cameron Creek. There are sufficient 
trees to provide shelter for tents, and the area is equipped with kitchen 
and community shelters and has electrical outlets for Trailers. 

Camp Grounds with Kitchen shelters are also located at Alderson, 
Bertha, Cameron, Crandell and Crypt Lakes, and at Red Rock Canyon. 

Camping in the vicinity of Park Highways is permitted only at 
places designated for that purpose. Camping fees are as follows One day, 
50c; two days, $1; over two days and not exceeding one week, $1.50. 
Trailers—one day 75c; two days $1.50; over two days and not exceeding 
one week, $2.00. Permits may be obtained from the Camp Attendants or 
at the Office of the Park Superintendent. Facilities are provided in the 
park for Youth Camping under the auspices of the Boy Scouts, Y.M.C.A. 
and Church organizations.

ALBERTA 

WATERTON LAKES NATIONAL PARK is one of the most colorful and 
charming of Canada's Mountain Playgrounds. Situated in the southwest 
corner of Alberta, it lies along the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains 
where they approach the International Boundary line, and contains an area 
of 220 square miles. The park also adjoins Glacier National Park in Mon¬ 
tana, with which it forms the Waterton-Glacier International Peace Park. 

An outstanding feature of the park is Upper Waterton Lake, from 
which the park takes its name. Seven miles long and nearly a mile wide, 
the lake occupies a deep trench between two high mountain ranges. From 
the northern end one may gaze down its entire length and admire the 
splendid peaks which rise from the water's edge. The lake is crossed by 
the International Boundary, and its beauties are thus shared both by 
Canada and the United States. 

Things To Do at Waterton Lakes National Park 

RECREATION 

Swimming Pool —Probably the finest Swimming Pool in the Canadian 
Rockies has just been opened at Waterton Lakes National Park. The 
Olympic-size outdoor pool has heated, filtered water, 78-deg. Also Chil¬ 
dren's Wading Pool. Sun decks and landscaped relaxing areas. Adequate 
modern Dressing Rooms and Locker facilities. Don't miss this! 

Bathing —The Beach at Lake Linnet, a short distance north of town, 
is ideal for bathing and swimming. Dressing-rooms are provided, also a 
lifeguard is in attendance from June to September. 

Hiking and Climbing —Several well-marked trails in the vicinity of 
Waterton Park townsite offer fine outings. These lead to Lake Linnet, 
1 / 2 -mile from townsite; Golf Links, 2-miles; Bear's Hump (Mount Crandell), 
one mile. Peaks in the vicinity which may be climbed include Mount 
Crandell, 7,812-ft.; Bertha Peak, 7,613-ft.; Vimy Peak, 7,825-ft.; Sofa 
Mountain, 8,266-ft. 

Motoring —Nearly fifty miles of all-weather highways in the park 
provide delightful drives, and include Cameron Lake via Akamina Road, 
Red Rock Canyon, and the Waterton Lakes Fish Hatchery situated on 
Pincher Highway, half a mile north of the Park Registration Office. 
Cameron Falls, which is at the edge of the townsite, is one of the finest 
cascades in the park. All highways are well marked and are shown on the 
Map in the folder which you will receive on entering the Park. 

Golf —The Golf Course, operated by the National Parks Branch, is 
situated on the rolling slopes at the base of Mount Crandell, and has 
a fine scenic setting. It is an 18-hole course and has a small but attrac¬ 
tive clubhouse which is open to visitors. The Green Fee is 75 cents for 
a round of nine holes or $1 for eighteen holes (continuous) with compar¬ 
able rates for daily, weekly, monthly and seasonal periods. 

Tennis —Courts owned and operated by the National Parks Branch 
are available without charge, and are near the Police Barracks. 

Trail Riding —More than 160 miles of wide trails are open for those 
who like to ride. Saddle horses may be hired from local outfitters. Hitch- 
racks are located on the flat in the Townsite. You will find descriptive 
material on the various trips in the Park folder. 

The Buffalo Herd —An exhibition herd of Plains Buffalo occupies a 
fenced area on the northern boundary of the Park, just west of the high¬ 
way to Pincher Creek. This Buffalo range has clumps of poplar trees which 
provide shelter for the buffalo, and a good year-round water supply from 
the Indian Springs. There are also several large ponds within the enclosure.
